Klag Tiles,

By means of an ingenions process in-
vented by Marco Cheapponi the manu-
fucture of slag tiles from blnst furnaee
slag is gaid to be succcssfully earried on
nt the smelting works of Concha i Taoro,
about ten miles from Santingo de Chile,
The result obtained evidently roaliznes
an important desideratum in this line,
The slag and matte, necording to this
plan, arc tapped from the blast fornnee
into n slag pot, and, after settling o fow @
moments, the slag is poured from ladles
into molds, Theso are placed on ahearth
which has & moviible eover, and, the
molds boing filled with slag, a cover js
placed on them ns well sson the hearth,
A very slight heat is kept up, o that
the slag is very slowly cooled, and
when it sppears black the molds are
lifted from the hearth, and the slag tiles
are dumped into cold water, Made in

this manner, the slag tiles are light and |

portable, and, whon laid, tough and
durable. The slag oarrying u considern-
ble nmount of iron is proferved. 1t iswell
known that under ordinary cirenm.
stances it is impossiblo to produce tiles
of this olnss of suitable dimensions
without extraordinary means for tough-
ening.—Now York Sun
